The rules are a necessary part of an orderly system of 
justice; their efficacy, however, depends upon the willingness of courts to enforce them according 


to their terms.” 


The rules should control the order of a court's business to safeguard the rights of litigants.” The 
rules of civil and appellate procedure have a purpose, and while they should not be construed or 
applied in a way that defeats the ends of justice or does no more than promote form over substance, 
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courts must enforce them in a consistent manner“ rather than engaging in case-specific deviations 


that create confusion about their applicability.”
